by the Steel Trust. 


Pitts-burg, Fbe. 20. —"One hundred 


and three thousand tons of Bessemer 
pig iron were bought for the mills of 
the United States Steel corporation. 
This purchase, although calling for de- 
livery in the third quarter of the year 
by the Merchant furnace interests of 
the Mahoning and Shenango valleys, 
was made at a' remarkably low price— 
$16 a ton at the valley furnaces. These 
figures are notatble oa account of the 
extreme scarcity of pig iron as well 
as the excessively hish prices that are 
being secured for billets and sheet 
and tin plate bars.

to reorganize the National Guard to.

The senate passed the Wirt Hen. 


law, which makes all claims on prop- 
erty for labor or :material a. lien oa 
that property.

For this purpose a 
piece of copper wire is better than 
string-, as It can be tightened by twist- 
ing aud holds the parts more tinnly.
